From a gentleman who has seen the 
plans prepared by Morgan & Dillon, it 
was learned yesterday that the build- 
ing would surely be erected.

According to the plans, the building 
will have a double arcade from For- 
syth to Broad and from Poplar to Wal- 
ton streets.

LAWYERS ARGUE 
BEATTIE CASE 
DEE Ont RUNS 


Carler Eloquent in Oefenses 
Gregory Strong in his 
enunciation 


A VERDICT IS EXPECTED 
SOME TIME THIS EVENING 


Paul Beattie and Binford Girl 
Are Freed -- Girl to Become 
Motion Picture Actress--Case 
to Close With Clash Between 
Smith, of Defense, and Wen- 
denburg, of Commonwealth. 


Chesterfield Courthouse, Va., Sep- 
tentber 7.—For five hours, in a hot and 
mirky court room, Attorney. Hill Car- 
ter, with a plea of both pathos and 
argument, t:-day sought the hearts oa 
twelve jurymen in an effort to secure 
the acquittal of Henry Clay Beattie, 
Jr., indicted for the murder of his 
wife on the Midlothian turnpike last 
July. 

At sunset Mr. Carter concluded and 
temorrow the great battle of the trial, 
the clash between Harry M. Smith, Jr., 
of the defense, and L. O. Wendenburg, 
of the commonwealth, close friends 
and notable lawyers, is scheduled. A 
verdict is expected some time during 
the night. 

From the depth of an argument in 
which he unsparingly denounced Paul 
Beattie, cousin «f the accused and 
irincipal witness against him, as @ 
weakling and falsifier, Mr. Carter at 
times fairly shouted to the jury as he 
leaned over the bar, but when the day 
was drawing te a close his voice sank 
to a whisper of impassioned appeal. 

Speech of Pathos. 

“If you gentlemen of the jury,” he 
said in measured tones, “can, within 
the sanctity ofyyeur oath, prevent the 
pressing of the poisoned chalice to the 
lips of this aged father, his heart al- 
ready bleeding from the stab of the 
dagger which took away a life; if you 

say, spare him the son whom 
loves so dearly? J] ask you witain 
to bring in a verdict of not

The lean man of wrinkled brow and 
sunken cheeks iho sat beside his ac- 
cused son, dctopred his eyes and raised 
his fan to con:éal the trembling of 
his lips, and tre quick gulp of emo- 
tion that followel, Young Beattie stared 
hard at the jur:‘men, his face wax-like 
and still. For a moment there was 
silence in the c»urt room, Then Judge 
Watson looked at his watch and with- 
out comment edjourned court until. 9 
Gclock tomorrew morning, when the 
final lap of the race for the Life of 
Beattie will be run. 

Frallty of “Confession.” 

The day began with the reading by 
Judge Watson of the inatructions te 
the jury. More than usual were they, 
particularly as attention was drawn 
to the frailty of the alleged confession 
of Henry to Paul and the manner in 
which it came. Other points in the 
story of Paul whieh related their con- 
versations, or meetings, of the two 
cousins alone, unsupported by wit- 
nesses, were held up as requiring care- 
ful scrutiny. 

J. M. Gregory, who opened the ar- 
gument for the prosecution, laid par- 
ticular stress on the awfulness of the 
crime, the admissions of the accused 
himself on the witness stand as to his 
relations with Beulah Binford and his 
eontinuance of them after his marriage 
and the birth of a child. The prose- 
cutor appealed to the moral and -re- 
ligious senses of the jurymen, and be- 
spoke in bitter terms the aversion of 
society and the nation to the life: of. 
dissipation depicted by young Beattie, 
his chum, Sampson, and numerous 
other witnesses. 

Quotes From Scriptures. 

Quoting from the scriptures and 
pointing out wherein the character of 
Beattie had been most revolting in 
its departure from the accepted stand- 
ards of morality, Mr. Gregory reviewed 
the loathsome detalls of the double 
life led by the accused, and held forth 
Beulah Binford, the girl of the under- 
world, as the motive for the crime, 
He concluded with the question of 
how the gun bought by Paul Beattie 
on one day last July for hts cousin 
happened to be the identical weapon, 
by the prisoner's own admission, that 
was used in killing Mrs. Beattie. His

“Reasonable Doubt.” 

“Therefore, if any individual member 
of the jury, after having duly consider- 
ed all the evidence in the case, and 
after consultation with his fellow 
jurors, should entertain such reason- 
able doubt of defendant's guilt as is 
set forth im the other instructions in 
this cage, it is his duty not to sur- 
render his own convictions simply be- 
cause the balance of the jury entertain 
different convictions,

 Aecuges Prosecution, 

Mr. Carter accused the prosecution 
of unfair tactics in the gathering of 
evidence. One of the boys who came 
from the dance at Bon Air had men- 
tioneq to one of the detectives soon 
after the murder that the machine he 
saw was No. D-11. 

This fact was suppressed by the 
commonwealth when dit learned that 
the Beattie car had a different num- 
ber. This would have. established be- 
yond doubt, he said, that the car the 
boys saw was that of Kestleberg, 
which was No. D-11. 

“Paul’s Testimony Unreliable.” 

“This case,” said Mr. Carter ,“rests 
on the assertion of Paul Beattie that he 
bought a gun for Henry Beattie and 
gave it to him four nights before the 
homicide. If we cah show, as we in- 
tend to, that Paul’s testimony is unre- 
liable and there is a reasonable doubt 
in your mind, then according to the 
judge’s instructions you have no case 
against the prisoner.” 

The attorney asked “why should the 
prisoner, if he committed’ this crime, 
have his cousin buy a shotgun when he 
eculd have more easily used a pistol?” 
and why Paul concealed the gun.

FROM THE WOMEN OF NEW YORK 


New York, September 7.—If the pro- 
tests going up from prominent club 
women, actresses and other women well 
known in this city are to be taken as

womankind.” Among the women out- 
spoken in their opposition are Mrs. 
Belle DeRivyera, well-known club wom- 
an; Mrs. Sol Smith, oldest actress now 
Playing on the American stage; Mrs. 
A. M. Palmer, widow of a prominent 
theatrical manager and president of 
the Rainy Day Club, and Alma Webd- 
ster-Powell, the singer. 

A local booking agent is credited 
with the statement that the Binford 
girl will appear at a Philadelphia 
theater next Monday. Asked ag to her 
histrionic abilities, he .said her act 
probably would consist of a couple of 
songs. 

“It really does not matter what she 
does,”’ he is alleged to have added, “so 
long as the people have a .chance to 
look at her.” . ’ E 
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will rise like Banku's ghost and haunt 
you to your dying day: 

“The gun, I believe, was hidden in 
the cement house and never given to 
‘Henry at all.

“Olq Bil’ Miner always haa a box 
Seat. 

But the prospects are now that “Old 
Bill,”” one of the last of the most noted 
“bold, bad men,” thas reached the end 
of the tether and that the places 
that. once knew him will know' him no 
more. 

Bill’s last escapade was to flash a 
red light in front of a fast Southern 
passenger train near Gainesville a few 
months ago for the purpose of annex- 
ing séveral thousand dollars which 
was aboard. Bill ang his pals got the 
money, or a part of it, but Bill also 
got hooked, for twenty years in the 
Georgia pen. 

“Send me there if you want to,” said 
Bill, “but I won't stay. I'd be peck- 
ing rock on judgment day if I served 
out all the thme that’s been marked 
up against me. Yet a little while and 
IN bid farewell to Georgia.” 

And there were few who heard him 
but who were strucsx with the convic- 
tion that “Olq Bill’ would follew his 
bent ang would never stay put. 

Years Prove a Handieap. 

But “Old Bill” saw through a glass 
darkly. He failed to reckon with the 
weight of his sixty-nine years. He 
failed to note that something seemed 
of late to cloud the glinting sight 
along the barre! of his “forty-four’ 
and that the barrel wobbled strangely 
when he tried to draw a bead. 

Old age was telling on the famous 
Outlaw but he knew it not. 

So it came to pass that “Old Bill” 
Miner journeyed to the convict camps 
of Newton county to expiate his crime 
of holding up a passenger train, buoy- 
ant in the thought that his craft at jail. 
breaking would carry him through. 

But in a few short months the alarm. 
ing fact burst upon “Old Bill’s” mind 
that he, had lost his skill. Time passed 
and he made none of his desperate 
breaks for liberty. He couldn’t. It 
wasn't in him. His back was bent and 
his ‘shoulders drooped listlessly and 
his steps were faltering and slow. No 
more did his eyes flash and his spine 
stiffen when the guard turneg his back 
fora moment. “Old BUl” was all in. 

A few days ago the prison commis- 
sion decided that “Old Bill” was unfit 
for manual labor on the roads and that 
the place for him was the state farm— 


go—the place which “Old Bill” Miner 
in his early days would have laughed 
at and.scorned. 

Transferreg to Farm. 

And so Bill was transfered to the 
farm, and that transfer, perhaps, mark- 
ed the passing for all time of one of 
the most daring, resolute and success- 
ful hold-up men this cointry ever 
knew. 

Miner will never escape from. the 
State farm. He is watched too closely 
in the first place, and in the 'second, hs 
isn't able to get away with jt if he 
tried.. He claims he is sixty-nine years 
Old and sixty-nine is pretty oid for a 
man of regular habits. It ig much old- 
er for “Old Bill.” He still has nearly 
twenty years to serve in the Georgia 
penitentiary and who knows but that 
he was right when he declareg he 
would never serve out the sentence. 
He will secure his release before the 
term is over but not in the way he had 
reckoned. 

Just before he got in the toils of the 
law in Georgia, Bill broke jail in New 
Westminster, British Columbia, Canada. 
behind him he left his gold watch and 
$150 in money which he had deposited 
for safe-keeping with the warden. 

fo long as he was free he didn’t 
care what became of it, but now that 
he is feeling the blight of age that 
$150 would come in handy to purchase 
a few little things which the prison 
authorities allow.

Appeal Made to Governor by 
esidents in Neighborhood 
of Ocmulgee Dam. 


Declaring that mosquitos and ma- 
larial fever are making life a burden 
for the people in the neighborhood of 


the dam erected by the Central Geor- 
gia Power Company across the Oc- 
mulgee river, near Jackson, in Butts 
county, twenty leading citizens of 
Butts, Jackson and Newton counties 
appeared before Governor Smith yes- 
terday and urged that he take steps 
to afford them some relief. 

The citizens stated that the dam has 
caused the water to stagnate and has 
thereby afforded a hotbed for mosqui- 
toes, which have been breeding by the

They declared that several deaths 
have resulted from the disease spread 
by the mosquitoes, and that the point 
has been reached where tenants are 
leaving by the dozen and that crops 
cannot be harvested for lack of labor.

through a glass door which left his 
face bruised and bleeding.

“Sister” Marion had told a falsehood. 
She saio her husband had not beat 
her, but might have done so had she 
not prayed to the Lord, All the time 
she was testifying in court she clasped 
her hands, rolled up her eyes and sl- 
lently prayed.

DAINTY BEDROOM 


CURTAINS. 


Dainty curtains for a bedroom in a 
summer home may be made from dot- 
ted swiss in coin size, widely scattered. 
“Make the curtains to fit the sash with 
a five-inch hem down the fronts and 
across the bottom,.or the hem should 
be wide enough for three lines of dots. 
Using each dot for a basis, work it in 
a daisy design in colored mercerized 
cotton. Make the petals with loops of 
the threads as in the lazy-daisy stitch, 
bringing them all to the center of dot 
and ‘spreading on the circumference 
where they are caught with a tiny 
stitch. If the daisies are not all of 
one color, the coloring may be alter- 
nated. For instance, where there are 
three rows of dots in the hem the two 
outer ones may be worked in a pale 
yellow, and the center in orange.

Minneapolis, Minn., September 1,— 
Senator La Follette found an ardent 
champion and President Taft an aveng:- 
ing insurgent in Congressman Lenroot, 
of Wisconsin, at a banquet of Minne- 
sota progressive republicans here to- 
night. The Wisconsin congressman 
and Professor C. E. Morrison, of Chi- 
cago, late republican candidate for 
mayor of that city, were the principal 
speakers, although State Senator Ole 
O. Sageng, of Ottertail county, an 
“original La Follette man,” stood in 
the limelight long enough to say that 
“a Clean democrat in all probability 
would carry Minnesota if Taft were re- 
nominated.” The banquet formally 
opened the La Follette campaign in 


, Minnesota for the nomination for pres- 


ident on the republican ticket. 
Tribute Paid La Follette. 

More than 300 republicans sat at 
ihe banquet table. 

“The United States senate for years,” 
said Congressman Lenroot in the 
course of his address, “has been looked 
upon as the very citadel of special 
privilege.” Having paid exalted 
iribute to Senator La Follette as a con- 
structive statesman and as an inde- 
iatigable. foe of ‘the interests,” the 
speaker said: 7 

“Great prpgress has been made, but 
it has been under difficulty.” 

Here he arraigned President Taft 
tor alleged unfaithfulness to the peo- 
vile. “Since March 4, 1909,” he said, 
“it has been difficult to tell who was 
ihe president of the United States or 

where he could be placed. Elected as 
a progressive republican, President 
aft chose a reactionary cabinet, Be- 
fore election he condemned reaction- 
aries and espoused the Roosevelt poli- 
cles. After election he appointed Bal- 
linger and retired Garfield and Pin- 
chot. Every progressive republican in 
‘the genate and house incurred his dis- 
pleasure, and Aldrich and Cannon be- 
‘came his advisors. He then attempted 
to punish the progressive republicans 
in the house and senate by depriving 
them of all control over federal patron- 
| age. This act conclusively shows how 
little conception the president has for 
the character of the progressive re- 
publicans and what they are fighting 
for. If any progressive republican had 
been coerced by this attempt of the 
president he would have been a traitor 
to the country.” 
Progressives Will Control. 

Walter lL. Houser, secretary of the 
National Progressive Republican 
League, in charge of the league’s bu- 
reau at Washington, attended the ban- 
quet.

SUGAR HIGHEST 
SINCE JULY, 1899 


New York, September 7.—The price 
of sugar continues to advance, owing 
to the reports of a serious shortage in 
the new crop. The market has now 
reached the highest level since July, 
1899. Sales of raw sugar were made 
here today establishing a price of 5% 
cents a pound for the grade Known as 
Cuban centrifugal, and this advance 
was accompanied by an announcement 
of another 10 points’ rise in the price 
of refined sugar, with standard granu- 
lated quoted at 6% cents, while people 
in the raw sugar trade reported a very 
strong market, with Httle or nothing 
offering even at the new high prices, 

The advances have been chiefly due 
to the sensational strength of the Eu- 
ropean markets and unfavorable re- 
ports from the European beet crop, 
although Cuban prospects are also said 
to be under the average.

At Alto, Ga. the new tuberculosis 
sanitarium recently established by the 
state, there are some sixty patients 
suffering in various stages of the 
dread malady. 

Many of them, it is hoped, will re- 
cover and will be restored to useful- 
ness. All that fresh air, medical skill 
and the attention of the limited num- 
ber of attendants can do is being ac- 
complished. Hope is springing in the 
breasts of many who but a short time 
ago had become resigned to a linger- 
ing illness which meant death. 

But, despite the encouragment of 
returning health, time hangs heavy on 
the hands of these poor people, many 
of whom are so weakened by disease 
that they cannot busy themselves with 
the simplest amusements or pastimes 
which make life tolerable. 

Reading is about the only recreation 
which many of thgm can expect for 


some time to come. And, more’s the 
pity, the state was unable to supply 
the necessary funds for a library. The 
neighborhood people of Alto, which is 
a small village, have supplied what 
few books they’ could afford, hut these 
are insufficient. 

A sick man or woman is usually an 
omnivorous reader. The scanty supply 
of literature has long ago been read 
and re-read. More books, or the money 
to purchase them, are badly needed. 
There are in Atlanta hundreds of peo- 
ple whose libraries are bulging with 
light literature which they do not 
know what to do with. There,are other 
persons of means who do not know of 
this very worthy charity.

BEING PROBED 


Three Steamship Companies 
Investigated by Govern- 
ment Agents. 


New York, September 7.—Agents of 
the United States government here 
and abroad are investigating charges 
brought by American merchants, it 
was learned today, against three 
steamship companies whose boats ply 
between New York and South Ameri- 
can ports. 

Alleged discrimination in freight 
rates are made, and a suit charging 
violation of the Sherman anti-trust 


law may follow the completion of the 
investigation, according to United 
States District Attorney Wise. 

The investigation has 


lines pursued by Mr. Wise prior to his 
filing suit last winter against the so- 
called trans-Atlantic steamship trust. 
The existence of an alleged agreement 
and pool of the thirty-three defend- 
ants to the suit was charged in the 
complaint. The present investigation 
hag so far failed to unearth qa similar 
document, it is reported. The working 
of the investigators has been aamper- 
ed by the fact that the South Ameri- 
can lines are foreign companies, two 
of them having headquarters in Eng- 
land, and the third being a German 
enterprise. 
Arbuckle Bros, Complainants. 

One of the chief complainants in the 
present investigation is Arbuckle 
Brothers, whose main offices are in 
New York. This firm charges that the 
Lamport and Holt line, the Prince line 
and the Hamburg-American line have 
discriminated against them in freight 
rates between Brazil and New York. 
The Arbuckle firm has occasionally 
chartered a boat independent of these 
companies to bring its freight and 
states its opinion in the complaint that 
these occasions may haye something to 
do with the alleged discrimination. 
The Lamport and Holt ang Prince lines 
are British companies, the Hamburg- 
American flies the German flag. 

Arbuckle Brothers are but a mere 
incident in the investigation according 
to Mr. Wise. One of the questions now 
under consideration is whether the 
United States has the power to stop al- 
leged discrimination in freight rates 
On merchandise entering the country 
where the carrier is a foreign corpora- 
tion. An extreme step, as suggested in 
thé suit against the trans-Atlantic 
lines, Mr. Wise says, would be to bar 
offending lines from entrance to Amer. 
lean ports. « 

No suit has been filed yet, the gov- 
ernment not having completed its in- 
vestigation. Mr. Wise could not say 
this afternoon when the investigation 
would end.

ON ARBITRATION 


Legal Technicalities. of Peace 
Pact Discussed, 


Plea for International Peace. 


Connecticut audience of 560,000 people 
gathered on the home stretch of Ches- 
ter Oak race track this afternon, 
President Taft spoke on arbitration be- 
tween nations. It was an audience 
drawn from the rural sections. 

President Taft was both the guest 
of the state and of the Connecticut 
Fair Association, and his address fol- 
lowed a state luncheon. At the race 
track a rope held back the people, but 
the president immediately asked that 
the barrier be taken down and then 
the people rushed forward within 
sound of his voice. 

The president was in excellent voice. 
Time and again his piea for an arbi- 
tration agrement between the great 
nations of the world was applauded. 
At the close the president returned 
to his motor car and was whirled into 
the city, leaving for Boston at 5 
o’ clock, 

President Taft dealt almost exclu- 
sively with legal technicalities of the 
arbitration treaties with England and 
France now awaiting approval of the 
American senate, 

He quoted liberally from his recent 
speeches endeavoring to show the ben- 
efits accruing to the high contracting 
parties and the support which his 
movement was receiving from. peace 
societies and commercial organizations.

Washington, September 7.—A crisis 
has arisen in the turbulent province of 
Szechuan, in China, and foreign offi- 
cers of not only the Uniteg States, but 
of other countries have takeh precau- 
tionary steps for the safety of their 
citizens in that section. American 
gunboats will be brought into play to 
guargd American citizens and a formid- 
able international navy array is at 
hand in Chinese waters. 

American Charge d’Affajres Wil- 
liams at Pekin today cabled the state 
department that the situation had be- 
come critical in Szachuan, where public 
meetings in various cities, accom- 
panied with the closing of shops and 
schools ang refusal to pay taxes, have 
culminated in serious disorders. Ameri- 
can Methodist missionaries at Chung 
King and Ching Teu have informed Mr. 
Williams that none of them have yet 
left their posts except that American 
and British women have left Ching 
Teu for Chung King. Twenty-one dis- 
tricts are said to be so far affected by 
the present agitation. Tax offices 
have been destroyed and several offi- 
cials have resigned, but resistance to 
the government has in general been 
passive rather than active. 

China to Protect Foreigners. 

The Chinese foreign office has as- 
sured the iegation protection will be 
given all foreigners and their prop- 
erty and has offerea to escort all who 
desire to leave the disturbed districts. 
The viceroy of Szechuan is said to be 
acting with energy. A British gun- 
boat is now proceeding to Chiating, 
while three other gunboats, one Brit- 
ish, one French ana one German, are 
at Chung King.

This meas- 
ure affected the line which was being 
built by Chinese private- enterprises 
in the province of Szechuan and, ac- 
cording to the state department, has 
doubtless precipitated the present 
manifestations in a province always 
considered more than ordinarily tur- 
bulent. In the view of the govern- 
ment officials here the province is one 
where reactionary tendencies, the cry 
of ‘China for the Chinese” and a cer- 
tain amount of anti-foreign tendency 
have made reform and industrial de- 
velopment, introduced by the central! 
government, more slow to be appreci- 
ated and understoog than in other 
parts of China. 

State department officials say there 
is no reason Whatever to attribute the 
present uprising to the recent railway 
projects, in which the United States Is 
interested.

Steadier Southern Spot Markets 
and Good Trade Demand 
Were the Factors.

New York, September 7.—Notwith- 
standing the prospect for a bearish 
ginning report tomorrow morning 
there? was a’ farther advance in the 
cotton market today, with the close 
steady at a net gain of from 4 to 10 
points, on reports of steadier southern 
spot markets and of a sufficient trade 
demand to absorb current offerings. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 6 points on September and of 
1 to 3 points an later positions and 
active months “sold about 7 points 
higher during the early trading on a 
renewal of yesterday's later buying 
advancement which had the encour- 
agement of higher cables, larger Eng- 
lish spot sales and reports of a bet- 
ter trade in Manchester.

SUDDEN BREAK MADE 
IN PRICES OF STOCKS 


Cause of Decline Mystified the 


Traders---Vigorous Attack 


on the List. 


New York, September 7.—After al- 
most”™a week of steady advances, in 
which stocks won back a part of the 
heavy losses of the August decline, the 
market suddenly reversed its position 
today. Prices went tumbling down- 
ward until a large proportion of the 


recent gain had been eliminated. Some: 


Stocks, including Baltimore and Ohio 
and Missouri Pacific, fell to the lowest 
points of the year. such prominent is- 
sues’ as Atchison, Canadian Pacific, 
Lehigh Valley, Nortrern Pacific, Read- 
ing and Union Pacific, fell back 2 or 
more points. United States Steel lost 
1%, its heaviest decline for some time. 

This rapid shifting of position seem- 
ed to be mystfying to traders. The 
market opened irregular, with a pre- 
ponderance of small losses. During | 
the morning trading was unusually 
listless and changes were small. In 
the afternoon selling became more ac- 
tive, culminating in a vigorous attack 
on the list during the last hour. There 
were strong indications of fresh liqui- 
dation, particularly in Baltimore and 
Oho.

Foreign selling contributed to the 
weakness of the market. Then sell- 
ing, although coming from London, 
orginated, in large part, in Berlin, as 
a result of speculative disorders at 
that point. The balance of ‘sales for 
foreign account, however, was not 
large. 

Stocks of the Hawley road moved 
against the market. Iowa Central 
common and preferred, made éspecial- 
ly good gains. The mvvement was 
due to announcement of expected 
leasing of the road to Minneapolis and 
St. Louis, as a part of a plan for a 
new route from Canada to the Gulf of 
Mexico.

SPIED UPON IN CONVENTION 
MEN WERE NOT FREE TO VOTE

spondent. 

Jacksonville, Fla., September 7.— 
(Special.)——-The fight which developed 
here over the election of president for 
the ensuing year of the United States 
Association of Postoffice Clerks abund.- 
antly bears out every statement made 
regarding absolute domination, not 
only of postoffices, but of the clerks 
themselves in their own meetings by 
the inspectors with orders direct from 
headquarters, which is to say, from 
Hitchcock. 

The re-election of Frank T. Rogers, 
of Chicago, as president of the asso- 
ciation means that the postoffice de- 
partment has carried its point in the 
convention, and has succeeded in pro- 
curing the re-election of a man who, 
it is claimed, will represent the depart- 
ment and its interests as much or more 
than those of the clerks over whom he 
presides. 

Mr. ‘iogers is a strong man, and an 
able one, but it is too evident, accord- 
ing to statements made here ‘by many 
of the clerks, that the department can 
rely upon him to carry out its wishes, 
even though they may at times -con- 
flict with the interests of members of 
the clerks’ associatfton. 

« IEnspectors on the Ground. 

Representatives of the postofiice de- 
partment, among them Chief Inspector 
R. 8S. Sharp, have been right on the 
ground during every session of the 
convention, and it has been freely 
stated here that the purpose.of their 
presence was to see that no action was 
taken which did not accord with the 
department's wishes.
